Efficiency in Timber Ownership 

Years ago when land was cheap, we bought thousands of acres of timber. What 
cost us then a mere song, is now worth fortunes. This investment forms the back- 
bone of our business. For unless we possessed our own timber, we would be forced to 
buy on the market and consequently could not sell at these prices or include these 
extra values. 

Consider how this investment eliminates needless transportation charges, extra 
logging profits, the cost of buying and other separate organization expense. 

Timber ownership also gives us the power to select and brand the best in each log. 
Experts do this in our mills, separating the clear, sound, solid pieces from the question- 
able quality. The best is stamped "Sterling" and goes into your Sterling Home. The 
remainder is sold on the open market and eventually finds its way into local yards— 
possibly yours. Or, it might come to you from one of the mail order jobbers who buy 
from the open market. 

So you must appreciate our efficiency in timber ownership. It is not only the first 
step in price reduction, but also the reason why the Sterling System can economically 
maintain the highest grade of quality. 

Starting with timber lands, we have added mills— then introduced new methods- 
new plans — new machinery — new construction principles, linking together department 
after department until a chain of gigantic resources has been formed which reaches 
straight from the forest to you. 

Efficiency in Mill Ownership 

The Sterling System owns and operates the only mills ever built for the 
purpose of cutting frame buildings to fit. Also, we collectively own saw- 
mills in the North, the South and the West. These are pointed out by 
lumbermen as models of efficiency. 

Our logs shoot direct from forest to mill. The manufacturing oper- 
ation which prepares this timber, is a story all in itself. It is sufficient to 
show here that the continuous operation, elimination of waste and reduc- 
tion of labor by a thousand new ingenious devices, make for the utmost 
efficiency. 

Trees grow in odd lengths. Ordinary mills cut them into even length 
timber, wasting precious lumber at the very start. Then these even length 
pieces have to be cut over again to make odd lengths. For nearly all lumber 
is used, not in even lengths, but in odd feet and inches. 

Why is this double waste necessary? Why not utilize the full tree and 
by standardizing measurements, find place for these odd length pieces? If 8 ft. 6 in. 
lengths are needed (as they always are for studding) why cut from 10 ft. lengths? The 
Sterling System does not permit such loose practice. We utilize practically every 
inch and this is a saving which eventually finds its way into the customer's pocket.

After our giant carriages run these logs through our band-saws, the lumber is 
carefully graded and separated. Then it is conveyed to our yards where 100,000,000 
feet is being constantly seasoned. From this immense reserve, we draw when needed 
—run each rough stick over a trimmer, through a planer, onto 
a mitre or through whatever course must be followed according 
to the piece. Then it is ready for its particular place in a 
Sterling Home— ready in size, length and angle. 

This System wastes nothing. It saves over one-third of 
the labor of construction. It cuts every piece so exact to size 
and angle— so true to line, that the building goes together in 
one-third the time and "squares up" perfectly.

WHERE does your money go? Who gets it? And what do you get in 
return? These are questions that must be answered before you will 
have sufficient understanding of this case to 
weigh the values offered. 

Will your money go to support people who give you nothing in return 
for half of it — or will you get full value for every penny you pay out?

Every dollar that is spent at a local lumber yard buys 53c worth of very 
common lumber. The remaining 47c is divided among men who give you noth- 
ing but a wasteful method. 

You think it is easy to hand your money to the retailer and take in 
return what he gives you. But it isn't easy — not for you. It's easy for the 
retailer. 

Appreciate the fact that the retailer — wholesaler — broker and all the 
men they hire are non-producers! They do not add a single cent's value to the 
merchandise they handle. All they add is price so they can cover their ex- 
penses and make a profit besides. 

Here's the whole situation in a nutshell — shown by simply following 
a single board through its journey from the tree in the forest to the finished 
house. 

First. The pine tree is a form of natural wealth. The man who owns 
it is entitled to a fair price for it. When he cuts it into logs and sells it to the 
mills, his profit is just and legitimate. 

Second. The mill cuts the log into lumber. Lumber is worth more than 
logs and therefore the mill man has a right to add enough to the price to pay 
him profit on his investment. 

Here then let us say, is a board worth 10c at the mill. It is ready for 
use. Nothing more need be done to it after it is sawed to proper size and fitted 
into place. It is ready to become a permanent part of a building, costing 
a fair price— 10c. 

Third. The board is ready, but the old extra-cost system is not. The 
broker, possibly, buys that board and sells it to the wholesaler at He profit. 
The price is then 10 y 2 c but the value is the same — 10c. 

Fourth. The first freight cost enters in passing the board from the mill 
to the wholesaler. It may be small, but added to the handling costs and 
buying expense, it raises the cost of the same board to 11c. Still the value 
is the same — 10c. 

Fifth. The wholesaler pays 11c for this board. He sells to the retailer, 
making at least 10 per cent profit, or a little more than lc on this piece. Thus 
the same board costs the retailer 12c, but it has the same value— 10c. 

Sixth. The freight to the retailer will never amount to less than }4c 
and the board comes to the retailer at 12^c — but still it has not increased in value because it is 
no better than when it left the mill. 

Seventh. The retailer pays his freight, hauls the board to his yard, piles ic away in sheds 
or on valuable ground — then, several months later, offers it to you with a profit, at the very least, 
of 20 per cent over and above costs. So the board 
costs you 15c — and it is the same identical board that 
the mill sold for 10c. The same value — but by no 
means the same price !

You must 
pay for about 20% waste in handsawing, which makes your 
board cost 18c— and the measuring, sawing and fitting costs, at 
the least calculation, 3c more.

Others cut such logs into 12 ft. and 8 ft. lengths, losing about 10 per cent 
at the start. Then these pieces are cut up by carpenters and from 10 to 25 
per cent more is actually lost.

Here again each piece is inspected and stamped "Sterling" if 
approved. When the truck is full these 8 ft. 6 in. studs are checked 
into cars already for shipment. 

Now perhaps the next 
trimmer is working on odd 
length 2xl2's for another pur- 
pose. These are trimmed 
and cut according to the list 
— pass over to the planer — 
through the planer and come 
out before a mitre machine in 
1x6 sheathing form. The

chine slips these pieces 
against his saw at the exact 
angles for a hip roof or gable 
dormer. Back and forth he 
turns each board, utilizing every inch as 
shown in illustration.

The Senator, for 
example, listed at $995.60 in- 
cludes preparatory work which 
would cost $348.46 if duplicated 
by hand-labor. So the bare 
materials stand you only 65 per 
cent of the price you pay or in 
the case of the Senator, $647.14. 

Thus you may accurately 
compare the cost of Sterling 
materials with others not cut-to- 
fit by deducting 35% from our 
list price, which makes due al- 
lowance for the labor performed 
in the mills.

If every Home-builder would make this comparison of costs — 
of quality— of convenience— of service, etc., between the Sterling 
System and other building methods, further evidence would never be 
necessary.

It may suffice to know, however, that the labor performed in our 
factories would cost over 35 per cent of the price you pay if done by 
hand. 

Remember that. When you compare offers take 35 per cent from 
the price we quote, and you have the actual cost of raw materials 
to you. 

Prepared Materials vs. Raw Lumber 

Cut-to- fit materials are to common-length materials what wool in 
the cloth is to wool in the pelt. Wool is worth far more after it is woven. 
Lumber is worth far more after it is cut-to-fit. One is made ready for 
the thread; the other, ready for the nail. 

This comparison follows in every operation of your building. Think 
of a tailor trying to weave wool into cloth by hand— endeavoring to 
compete with automatic power looms! Think how clumsy such an 
operation would be — how crude — how costly — how wasteful — how 
unsatisfactory in result! Yet it used to be the custom. 

Now see how this parallels the case of the carpenter who essays 
to cut a house with a hand-saw. This is another old custom. But 
Sterling machines have been invented which do the work in a fraction 
of the time at a fraction of the cost and without the former waste and 
delay. Also, the results are even more precise and accurate in their 
comparison than is modern cloth in its comparison to homespun. 

One machine cuts thousands of Sterling pieces every day and there is 
not a shade of variance in any dimensions. Machine labor is perfect; 
just as perfect at the end of the afternoon as at the first fresh hour of 
the day; just as efficient — exact — accurate— certain in its results 
at midnight as at noon. Steel fingers never tire. Flesh fingers do. 

There can be no controversy. The issue is plainly outlined. Figure 
it in any way you please. You know the answer. So do not forget that 
these machines are installed to save you expense. Make due allowance 
for labor performed when you make your comparisons. 
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Table of Labor Allowances 

The Sterling System saves a large labor expense by 
cutting materials to fit. The records of our customers show 
that the average labor saving is equal to 35 % of the price 
you pay for the Home. In other words, it would cost you 
35 % of our price to duplicate by hand the work which our 
mills perform automatically. 

You want an actual comparison of costs. So take the 
value of the labor which we have performed from the 
price and you will find out what the new materials stand 
you since labor is thus put on an even basis.
